The London Docks and Dockers. 
I saw Cardinal Manning the other day, and was 


pleased to find that he was entirely hopeful 


about the prospects at the docks, where the new 
arrangement is now in progress, with, I think, a 
fair prospect of a peaceful settlement. The

Cardinal thinks very highly of the Unionist 
leaders and the good work they have done in 
bringing order and discipline into the docke:rs' 
industry where, formerly, nothing better than 
anarchy prevailed. He compared their work to 
| the work of an army, and declares that they are 
no more to be blamed for any deficiencies in the 
human material with which they have had to 
deal than are the officers in our own soldiery. 
Such influence as the Union has exercised has 
been, he thinks, for good, and he believes 
that the progressive improvement which we have 
already witnessed in the morals of the dockers 
will be continued. It is delightful, indeed, 
to talk to this serene, cheerful, unselfish, 
and good old man, whose sympathy with 
the cause of labour grows more ardent and 
steady as he grows older, and who is always 
ready to see good in all the efforts of the working- 
man to get a fairer share in the fruits of his 
labour, when the carpers and critics see little 
but evil and wrong. 


Cardinal Manning 


is, in fact, the one great moral influence which 
the Church can boast. The Establishment, I 
am afraid, has nothing like the same power 
embodied in any one of its representatives. It 
was a curious accident that led my cabman, who 


was to have driven me to Cardinal Manning’s | 


house in Westminster, to take me instead to the 
| Archbishop of Canterbury’s Palace at Lambeth. 
What a contrast, I thought, between the one 
Archbishop and the other! and how poor and 
thin a figure this head of the English Church, 
with all his good intentions and remarkable gifts 


of diplomacy, makes beside the grand old 
Cardinal ! 

There is something about Cardinal Manning 
which is infinitely attractive to people who, like 
myself, always feel a certain suspicion of the 
greatly admired and deeply venerated figures in 
our public ife. 1 never knew a man who more 
quickly and thoroughly dissipated this impression 
than the Cardinal. Tenderness, simplicity, cour- 
age, and fatherliness all shine out from those 
deep grey eyes. They are not fierce eyes, like 
Mr. Gladstone’s. They are very searching, and 
their light is steady and strong. It is a splendid 
picture which the old man makes as he sits back 
in his chair, laying his Cardinal’s cap on the table 
by his side, and folding his ‘long, thin hands, 
with the purple-blue veins standing up in them. 
A beautiful picture, corresponding to the life 
devoted to good works and, on the whole, to 
noble aims. English Catholics talk of Newman 
as their chicf figure, but, in my view, Manning 
is worth a hundred Newmans. Surely the modern 
ambition of the Church is not to live a life of 
seclusion, however saintly and refined, but to be 
up and doing among the people. That is what 
Cardinal Manning has done, and what will give 
him his place in the history of his time. 


The Municipal Elections. 


The results of the municipal elections have 
encouraged the Liberal managers to regard the 
General Election as a sure thing for their party. 
All preparations are now being made to complete 
the list of candidates for constituencies which 
show anything like promise. Of course, the 
difficulty in obtaining suitable men is much 
smaller than it was a year or so ago. We cannot 
have more than two years at the outside before 
the looked-for contest, and the chances are that 
we shall have it in not much more than one. There- 
fore. any candidate who wants to win finds it his 
best policy to go ahead now and 
make friends in the constituency 
which he hopes to represent. On 
the Liberal side no doubt the diffi- 
culty in providing funds has been 
great. When Mr. Gladstone’s cause 
went under in 1886, wealth very 
largely left the ranks of Liberalism. 
The City in particular went almost 
bodily for the Unionist cause. Now, 
however, there has been some return, 
and I was surprised the other night, 
when I was dining at the City Liberal 
Club, to count nearly a score gentle- 
men in prominent City circles who 
are standing for various constituen- 
ciés. The result has been that now, 
for the first time in its history since 
1886, the Liberal Party is practically 
in funds. It has got all the money 
that it wants, or rather it has a plan 
by which it is certain to secure all 
the necessary cash. Of course, 
it is for the Tories to consider 
whether it is a good policy to delay 
the contest while their opponents 
are daily completing their organisa- 
tion and flooding constituencies 
with Home Rule propaganda. The 
anxiety on their part not to give 
the Liberals too much time neces- 
sarily militates against the natural 
objection of the Government to 
quit office. But the opinion of most good 
judges on the peculiar kind of sport known 
as politics is that the issue wil come next 
year— probably about this time. Much, of 
course, depends on the next Session and its 
prospects, and these, as things go, with the bye- 
elections and the municipal elections all tending 
against the Government, are not very bright for 
the occupants of the Treasury Bench. 


Lord Randolph Churchill. 


The latest political hare which has been started 
is that Lord Randolph Churchill is coming back 
as leader of his party. The story is an old one, 
but this time it has taken a particularly prepos- 
terous form. It is said that Lord Randolph will 
be content to remain in abeyance for some time, 
but that it has been definitely settled that he will 
become Leader of the House, supposing the 
Tories are defeated at the General Election, and 
it becomes necessary to lead an active opposition. 
No one doubts Lord Randolph's eminent capacity 
for that kind of work. Indeed, I question whether 
any publie man, even including Mr. Balfour, 
is in the least degree fitted to do the rough kind 
of pioneering work which Lord Randolph did 
so admirably when ne used to sit on the front 
Bench below the gangway to the left of the 
Speaker and twirl his moustache by Sir John 
Gorst's side. He has all the pluck, go, and— 
shall I say ?—unscrupulousness which are neces- 
sary for that kind of task. He is a brilliant 
debater—one of the very best in tho House—and 
he is up to all the dodges in the Parliamentary

CHAPTER IV. (Continued). 


WELL remember how, in the throes of the first 
great change that heralded a new era in Britain, 
the herdsmen and serfs were crushed between 
waning Roman terrors, such as Electra wielded, 

and the growing horrors of the Northmen. 

Of these latter I saw something. On one occasion 
when the storm was brewing I was away down in 
the coast provinces hunting wolves, and thus by 
chance fell in with a ''sea-king's" foray and a 
British reprisal. On that occasion the spoilers were 
spoilt, and we taught the Northern ravishers a lesson 
which, had they been more united so that such a blow 
might have been better felt by the whole, would have 
damped their ardour for a long time. As it was, to 
rout and destroy their scattered parties was but like 
mopping up the advancing tide of those salt waves 
that brought them on us. 

Thosedown there by the Kentish shore had been un- 
molested for some years, they hadlived at their leisure, 
had got their harvests in, had rebuilt their villages 
out in the open, and set up forges and hammered 
spearheads and bosses, rings for the women, of silver 
and brass, and chains and furniture for their horses, 
of gold; shearing their flocks, and living as though 
such things as Norsemen were not—when one day the 
infliction came upon them again. 

It was a gusty morning in early summer—I re- 
member it well—and most of the men were from the 
villages hunting, when away towaris the coast weut 
up to the brightening sky a thin curl of smoke, 
followed by another and another. Тһе sight was 
understood only too well. Line after line crept up in 
the silence of the morning over the green treetops 
and against the grey of the sea, while groups of 
black figures (flying villagers we knew them to be) 
went now and then over the sky-line of the wolds 
into the security of the valleys to right and left. As 
the wail went up from the huts where I rested, a 
mounted chief, his toes in the iron rings of his 
stirrups and his wolf-skins flying from his bare 
shoulders, came pounding through the woods with 
the bad news the raiders were close behind. 

Rapid packing was a great feminine accomplish- 
ment in those days, and, while the women swept 
their children and more portable valuables into their 
cloths and disappeared into the forest, we sent the 
quickest-footed youths that were with us to call 
back the hunters, and made our first stand there 
round the huts and mounds of the old village of Caen 
Edron. 

And we kept its thatch and chattels inviolate, for, 
by this time, the countryside was all in arms, and, as 
the sea was far behind them, the despoilers but 
showed themselves on the fringe of the open, ex- 
changed a javelin or two, and turned. 

Hot on their track that morning of vengeance we 
went after them : over the scrubby open ground and 
down through the tangles of oak and hazel. We 
pressed them back past the charred and smoking 
remnants of the villages they had burnt, back by the 
streams that still ran streaky in quiet places with 
blood, back down the red path of ruin and savagery 
they had trodden, back by the cruel finger-posts of 
dead women, back by the halting-places of ‘the 
- ravishers—ever drawing new recruits and courage 
till we outnumbered them by six to one—and thus 
we trampled that day on the heels of those laden 
pirates from the valley -head down to the shore. 

It wasa time of vengeance, and our women and 
children crowded singing and screaming after us to 
kill and torture the wounded. Every now and then 
those surly spoilers turned, and we fled before them 
as the dogs fly from a big boar who goes to bay ; but 
each time we came on again, and their standing- 
places by the coverts and under the lichened rocks 
were littered with dead, and all bestrewn amid the 
ferns in the pink morning light were the glittering 
spoil they disgorged. Truly that was an hour of 
victory, and the Britons were drunk with success. 
They followed like starving wolves after a herd of 
deer, leaping from rock to rock, crowding every 
point of vantage, and running and yelling through 
the underwood until surely the Northmen must have 
thought the place in possession of a legion of devils. 

But all this noise was as nothing to the frightful 
yell of savage joy which went up from us when we 
saw the raiders draw together on the shingle ridge 
of the beach, and knew instinctively by their 
pale, tideward faces and hesitation that they were 
trapped—the sea was out, and their ships were high 
and dry. 

Somehow, I scarcely know how it was, when those 
men turned grimly and prepared to make their last 
stand undertheir ships, a strange silence fell upon 
both bands, and for a minute or two the long, wild | 
rank of our warrior: halted at the bottom of the 
slope, every man silent and dumb by a strange 
accord, while opposite, against the sky-line, were 
the mighty Norsemenclustered together, and looking 
down with fierce sullen brows, equally silent and 
expectant, while the sun glinted on their rustling 
arms and tall peaked casques. 

We stood thus a minute or two, and I heard the

Then the 
spell was loosed, and we were again at them, sweep- 
ing the sea-kings from the ridge into the tangle of 
long grass and sand and stunted bushes that led 
to the shore, and there, separated, but dying 
stubbornly, powerless against our numbers, we 
pulled them down, and killed them one by one, 
lopping their arinour from them and stripping their 
cloths, til the pleasant lichened alleys of the sea- 
shore wood and the green footways of the moss were 
stamped full of crimson puddles and littered with the 
naked bodies of those tawny giants. 

The last man to fall was a chief. Twice I had 
seen him hard pressed, and had lifted my javelin

At once tbe Britons ran in upon 
him; but the life flared up again, and the gallant 
robber crushed in a pair of heads with his stave 
and sent the others flying back, still glaring upon 
the wide circle of his enemies with death and 
defiance struggling for mastery in his eyes in a 
way wonderful to behold. Again and again the 
yellow head of the young Thor nodded and sank, 
and again and again he started up and scowled upon 
them, as each savage cry of joy, to see him thus 
bleeding to death, feil upon his ears. Presently he 
wavered for a moment and leaned his shoulder 
against the black side of his ship, and his lids 
dropped wearily ; at once the Britons rushed, and, 
when I turned my face there again, they were hack- 
ing and stripping the armour from a mutilated but 
still quivering corpse! 

A few such episodes as this repulse of the North- 
men, magnified and circulated with all the lying 
exaggeration that a coward race ever wraps about 
its feats of arms, made the Britons bold, and their 
boldness brings me to the end of my chapter. 

Many a pleasant week and month did I live and

enjoy all the best things life has to give: the master

heart that was heavier than it ever felt yet in storm 
or battle ! 

'Then all my grief and exertions came upon me in 
a flood, and the last thing I remember was stooping 
down in the morning starlight to kiss the fair little 
maid upon that pallid face that looked so wan and 
strange amid the wide-spread tangles of her twisted 
hair.

John Ruskin. 


Wuen іп the English Lake District the other day, I, 
of course, made my way to Coniston, whither that 
tall peak the **Old Мап” beckons from afar, and 
rowed across the lake—one of the most beautiful we 
have in England—to see Mr. Ruskin’s home. Here, 
in the substautial, comfortable house of which I give 
an Illustration, our greatest living writer of prose has 
long resided. Many changes which the sage does 
not like have come to his surroundings of late 
years. The railway has intruded into the dis- 
trict, and although there are many places which 
at present know it not—Wordsworth’s Grasmere, 
for example—it has had the audacity to visit Mr. 
Ruskin’s Coniston. Still worse, perhaps, is it that 
from his many windows he can now see the smoke 
of the 
Steam Gondola, 


as several times a day it plies to and fro on the lake. 
Is it not adding insult to injury to call it a ** gon- 
dola" ? Does it not recall Mr. Ruskin’s own be- 
loved Venice, the city of which he bas written so 
much and so eloquently, but which, alas! has also 
saddened his heart of late years by its many changes 
and *improvements"'? Butthereare many people who 
find themselves quickly out of sympathy with Ruskin 


| because of his dislike of railways and steam-boats and 


many things they prize as features of an advancing 
civilisation. This attitude is speedily modified when 
they turn to some of those eloquent pages of his— 
that matchless style, that devotion to high ideals, 
that noble enthusiasm. Has not Mr. Ruskin spent 
nearly all the riches which his father bequeathed to 
him in the endeavour to leave the world better than 
he found it? But, if you want to know in brief form 
what Mr. Ruskin has done, be sure and purchase the 
little volume entitled 


“í Studies in Ruskin,” 


which Mr. George Allen, of Bell-yard, Fleet-street, 
has just published. ‘The author is Mr. Edward 
Cook, the editor of the Pall Mali Gazette. For years 
past Mr. Ruskin has had a peculiar affection for that 
journal. He, unlike some other distinguished men 
of letters, had a regard for Mr. Stead, the late editor, 
and whenever he has had something to say he has 
usually said it in the columns of the Pall Mall 
Gazette. On one occasion he declared that the system 
of headlines—now so much in vogue— was not done 
as well as he could do it, and so he sent the Pa// 
Mali a sample of his method, which, however, was 
never published. Well, I am rambling from these 
** Studies in Ruskin.” The book opens with chapters 
on 


“Тһе Gospel according to Ruskin ”— 
the ‘‘Gospel of Twaddle,” that clever paper the 
Scots Observer calls it—but it is not really twaddle, 
although in endeavouring to give an account of 
Ruskin's message to his age 1 do feel that the 
writer is somewhat inadequate: he does not suf- 
ficiently work out the master’s various and ofttimes 
contradictory positions. It is not, by the way, only 
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RUSKIN. І

Mr. Ruskin who is contradictory. That is some- 
times the fate of his critics. Mr. Cook quotes 
a statement in the Edinburgh Review to the effect 
that in art Mr. Ruskin is often right; in political 
economy he is always wrong. But, says the Century 
Magazine, as a social philosopher Mr. Ruskin is 
above praise, as an art critic he is beneath contempt. 

The part of Mr. Cook’s book which interests one 
most is the account of the various industries with 
which Mr. Ruskin has been associated, and the different 
philanthropies to which he has devoted time and 
money. What could be prettier than the

celebration at the Whitelands Training College for 
Girls at Chelsea? Every year a Queen is chosen by 
her companions—chosen for her lovable disposition. 
Mr. Ruskin sends a gold cross, as a present, to the 
May Queen, and a large parcel of his books, which 
she is permitted to distribute among her friends. 
Then there is the Sheffield Museum, rich in 


treasures which Mr. Ruskin has collected and 
practically given to this fortunate town. Yet more 
important are the industrial experiments which 
he has assisted or initiated. You know that Mr. 
Ruskin does not like our modern commercialism, 
with its abundant machinery and manufactures under 
conditions not always the most healthy or financially 
satisfactory to the workers. Не sighs for the good 
old days of the hand-loom and the spinning-wheel, 
when every cottage home had its own industry. 
We know that those times, with what of good with 
what of ill wasin them, can never come back. But 
we seem to like Mr. Ruskin the more because of his 
zealous endeavours to bring them back. He lives, 1 
have said, at the Lakes, and there he has assisted 
Mr. Albert Fleming in his attempt to bring the 
spinning-wheel once again among the cottages of 
Westmoreland. Sixty years ago 


Every Cottage had its Wheel, 
but all that is dying out. Now, thanks partly and 
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largely to Mr. Ruskin, it is coming back again.

It will be remembered that the 
dead body of Mrs. Hogg was found in Crosstield- 
road, Haverstock-hill on Friday evening, Oct. 24, 
and that the corpse of the poor child was discovered 
jn the Finchley-road the following Sunday morning, 
by the gipsy portrayed on our front page. Mr. С.Ғ. 
Gill, instructed by the Solicitor to the Treasury, 
appeared to prosecute; Mr. J. P. Grain attended to 
watch the case on behalf of the husband of the 
deceased; Mr. Freke Palmer, solicitor, again ap- 
peared for the prisoner. 

The accused, Eleanor Piercey, on being placed in 
the dock, betrayed no sign of discomposure. She was 
attired inadark-coloured dress, and wore bluck gloves. 
A keen observer says she is a slightly built woman, 
of scarcely the medium height. She cannot be said 
to be particularly good-looking. She has high cheek- 
bones, a large and rather prominent mouth, and a 
thin, rather long face; but she has a pair of Instrous 
eyes, and a fine set of teeth, and altogether the face 
inay be said to be an interesting and expressive one, 
and characterised by great gentleness, admirably in 
keeping with her soft, low, musical voice. 

Mr. Frank Hogg, the husband of the deceased, 
was the first witness called. He was very pale, and 
evidently labouring under suppressed excitement; 
but he was entirely self-possessed, and gave his 
evidence faultlessly. He is an intelligent-looking 
man, of something over thirty years of age, with a 
short, reddish-brown moustache and beard. With 
rather a pleasant-looking face and a soft, mellifluous 
voice, he looked, in his mourning clothes, like a 
highly respectable working-man. Inthe suavest and 
plandest of manners, and in the gentlest and most 
silvery of tones, he told the Court of the birth of his 
child six months after marriage, and he admitted that 
it was shortly after his marriage he began his visits to

The Royal Indian 
Engineering College were no match for Oxford Uni- 
versity, who won by two goals and three tries to 
nothing. So far the inter-University Rugby match 
seems to be a good thing for Oxford. 


The 100 Yards Record 


The copious details given in the American sporting 
papers to hand leave no doubt that J. Owen’s perform- 
ance of 94-5 sec., made at the American championship 
meeting, was perfectly correct. ‘The time was taken 
by several watches; and the course, on remeasure- 
ment, was found to be correct. Besides this fine 


performance, the 120-yards hurdle-race was won in | 
l6sec., time which equals the record ; 23 ft. 3 1-8in. | 


was done in the long jump, while the 56-1b. weight 
was thrown 32ft. 10in., both of which are records.

Some of them, 
I have no hesitation in saying, have not sufficient 
brain power to enable them to turn out Senior 
Wranglers or to cook a decent dinner; for 
cooking needs brain power just as much as 
mathematics or metaphysics—not the same kind 
of brains; but I am convinced that a really 
stupid woman could not learn to be a really 
good cook. And now I come back to Miss 
Cameron, who is, if she will forgive me for 
saying so, as bright as a new guinea, and

tempted off his pillar to partake of her dishes! 
When I heard her she was lecturing at the

Lieutenant Martos’s Cycle Tour from 
St. Petersburg to England, 
and the 
Civilising Effects of International Tours. 


I Aw always glad when the attention of the 
publie is called to a long cycling tour. The 
cycling press is so apt to ignore touring «nd 
to cogcern itself almost exclusively with racing 
that it often seems as if the really most im- 
portant side of cycling were overlooked. Of 
course, Bicycling News, and occasionally Wheeling 
and the Cyclist, publish accounts of tours, but 
these are always subordinate in interest to the 
reports of the racing track. 


And yet it is touring which has made cycling 
the sport it is. - Racing alone could not have 
made it so universally popuiar as it is fast 
becoming; racing alone could not have made it 
such a bond of union between men of so many 
different professions and nationalities. If, as 
Mr. Stevenson has said, nothing knits people so 
closely together as common sport, certainly no 
side of cycling has drawn cyclists together in 
closer sympathy and intimacy than touring. 


You see this in every story of a tour that has 
ever been written. There is not a cyclist who 
journeys on his wheel abroad and then writes 
an account of his adventures who has not to 
record the fraternal meeting with wheelmen of 
the countries through which he passes. That is 
notably the case in the tour through France of 
the two American gentlemen who are describing 
and Kodaking their cycle tour round the world 
in the Penny Illustrated, Paper. Englishmen

and Frenchmen have but to take up cycling 
to forget their mutual prejudices. And so it is 
with all other nations. Who can say that the 
cycle will not be a more pewerful factor than 
the Socialistic propaganda in bringing about the 
universal brotherhood of man ? 


A case in point is the now famous ride, though 
not yet finished, of the Russian Lieutenant 
Georges Martos, of the Imperial Artillery. Every 
one knows how he rode on bis safety from 
St. Petersburg to Paris, where he was received 
with honour, and where his exploit was the talk 
of the town. Many other men have ridden as 
far without their ride receiving much attention. 
For one reason or another the tour of Monsieur 
Martos was reported in the public press, and at 
once brought about one of the periodical 
wakings-up of the non-cycling public to the 
possibilities of the cycle. 


Monsieur Martos came from Paristo London, his 
reputation having preceded him. Here, honours 
once more fell thick and fast upon him. Не was 
interviewed, visited, and he breakfasted with the 
Lord Mayor at the Mansion House. I fancy this 
is the first time a Lord Mayor of London has 
entertained a cyclist simply because he is a 
cyclist. The young Russian rider started 
off a couple of weeks ago to wheel to Edin- 
burgh, by way of Barnet, Biggleswade, 
Newark, Retford, Durham, Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
Alnwick, Berwick, and Dunbar, certainly a very 
delightful route. But what a nice impression 
he will carry away with him of British weather! 
And how will that uniform of his, upon the 
picturesqueness of which reporters have plea- 
santly dwelt, survive British rains and mists, and, 
worst of all, British mud ? 


After he leaves England the next time, he will 
journey down to the South of France, and take 
in a part of Austria and its gay capital on his way 
home. One cannot but wish, for his sake, that 
he had begun his tour а month or so earlier in 


the season.

Marines, was appointed to com- 
mand the Rangers in his stead. 
This officer at once made many 
radical changes, one of which was 
that men, whether they belonged 
to rifle clubs or not, could join the 
Rangers. The consequence was 
that the number of Rangers at 
once increased, and two more com- 
panies immediately sprang into 
existence, the number increasing 
to 850, which is now to be aug- 
mented by 350 more, and the total 
of 1200 will be divided into three 
battalions. 

The service is entirely voluntary 
and unpaid, but there is a yearly 
Government allowance of £2 10s. 
per man for expenses. In conjunc- 
tion with this corps, Major Otter, 
who was formerly a Captain of the 
Victoria Artillery, has formed a
